The old negro spiritual which 
says, “These bones gwine rise 
again” expresses more than a mere 
religious sentiment.

body! Just to live on and on and 
on, week after week, year after 
year, century after century, and 
millennium after millennium in this 
body with its sins, sighs and sor- 
rows. 

It was to prevent that curse that 
God drove Adam and Eve from the 
Garden of Eden.

How Shall We Face Death? 


What is the Christian attitude 
toward death? Are you afraid to 
die? Do thoughts of it cast a 
gloom over you and shroud your 
soul in fear? It didn’t have that 
effect upon Paul. He faced death 
often. His attitude is best set forth 
in the following statements: 

“Willing rather to be absent 
from the body, and to-be pres- 
ent with the Lord’’—HII Cor. 
5:8. 

“Having a desire to depart, 
and to be with Christ: which 
is far better’ — Phil. 1:23. 

“I am now ready to be of- 
fered, and the time of my de- 
parture is at hand” II Tim. 
4:6. 

“Willing,’’ “Having a_ desire,” 
and “ready to depart’ because it 
was “far better” expresses the 
state of mind in which Paul lived 
concerning death. He not only was 
not afraid to die, but he stood 
ready and was at all times willing, 
and frequently, at least, desired to 
die. 

Was Israel, when she saw the 
promised land, afraid to cross as 
God parted the waters of the swol- 
len Jordan? Did Joseph hesitate, 
after two tong years of weary 
waiting in his dark dungeon, to 
come out and take the scepter of 
Egypt? Were the three Hebrew 
children afraid to walk out of that 
fiery furnace after their bonds had 
been loosed by its fumes and Je- 
sus had walked in its midst with 
them? Was Daniel afraid to walk 
out of the lion’s den at the call 
of the king? Did Paul weep at 
the sunrise after being tossed and 
driven for fourteen days and nights 
in the Atgean Sea without sight 
of sun, moon, or star? Did that 
old prodigal son dread to put on 
that robe, wear that ring, and 
feast at that table presented to 
him by a forgiving father? Did 
Lazarus shrink from coming back 
out of the tomb and throwing off
